In some cities the collection of salvage 
have been enough to swamp the collectors. 
One can imagine from this fact that much 
more in salvaged materials was discovered 
in the houses, basements, attics, sheds and 
garage than anyone could have believed. 

In every house there is something. to be 

* palvaged, something of very little or no 
good to the owner or occupant, but of 
very real value as scrap.’ In every large 

i town and city there is no doubt a great 

{ mass of this untapped scrap awaiting 

j collection and disposal. In the hands of 

those who know and are skilled this scrap 
becomes vital implements of war, bullets, 
bombs, tanks, guns, ships and planes, 
Clean-up inspires patriotism and stirs 
pride in the citizen. The season has been 
and is favorable t owork of this character. 

Individua] premises will be the better for 

the spring work and it takes no more time 
to'do.some salvaging, which means some 
actual effort .in the cause of the fight 

to crush the Axis aggressors. : y

As a sequel to a disturbance and 
general melee in Shannonville on 
April 25th last, five residents of the 
Tyendinaga Indian Reserve appear- 
led before Magistrate J. L. Lloyd in 
County Police Court here Thursday 
charged with disorderly conduct.

Other forms of resistance are less 
sensational, In huge factories like 
Skoda, a slow-down can cause a ter- 
rifie loss of production if a great 
many workers figure out seemingly 
innocent ways to waste time. 

‘This was so Widespread last fall 
that the Germans executed. 400 men 
and recently have launched a new 
and drastic anti-sabotage campaign. 
The Nazis always refer to thi 
men as Communists or Jews. 

On the farms, too, the peasants 
are doing their part to harrass the 
Germans. Arrests hare, been fre- 
quent recently and many peasants 
put to death for falling to deliver 
sufficient crops to the Germans. 

Even Nazified puppet state of 
Slovakia has given off some rumb- 
lings of discontent recently. Rela- 
tively speaking, Hitler was lenient 
with the Slovaks when he over-ran 
Czecho-Slovakia after the Munich 
agreement; the idea being to split 
them from the Czechs. The Nazis 
don’t starve the Slovaks. They left 
minor officials in office and the 
peasants, not coing into contact with 
thelr overlords, were reasonably con- 
tent. 

Then Hitler called on the Slovaks 
for aid in his war against Russia. 
Many deserted to the Soviets, Dis- 
content among the home folks grew, 
particularly because the Czechs had 
never been modilized.

In the Riverside capital of Bur- 
ma, political intrigues, bureaucrat- 
ic “friction and careerist ambitions 
contrived to hamstring the war ef- 
fort behind the lines. 

The Burma Premier, U Saw, was 
arrested abroad but the evidence 
supporting the charge he was a 
Japanese tool was never published. 

Eventually Hurri appeared 
with veteran pilots. But the 
numerical odds againit the Allied 
fightera in combat remained great 
—about four or five to one. 

On Feb. 11 as Martaban fell, the 
Salween Estuary and Moulmein 
were bombed and strafed by Blen- 
heims—the only two Blenheims in 
all Burma which were flyable that 
day, = 

Because of the inadequate num- 
ber of troops poorly equipped for 
jungle fighting, British army tac- 
tics were confined to a defence of 
line positions. 

Although it was announced in 
mid-February that Britain intend- 
ed holding Rangoon, the  fire- 
gutted and looted capital was occu- 
pled by the Japanese March 8, 
while the British army was scat- 
tered along a road twenty miles 
to the north. : 

The Allied military collapse was 
revealed suddenly in mid-April. 
The British army's remnants of 
the Burma division, falling back on 
the plains of Mandalay, became 
encircled, while the war-worn In- 
dian division pursued a different 
route ten miles eastward along the 
rail ine and was unable to come 
ce. 

A few hundred airplanes and a 
few thousand more troops might 
have meant the difference between 
victory and disaster. ~ :

Ppapermen in the city police station 
where he was held pending removal 
to camp. 

He spoke English fairly well, 
although with an accent that was 
not exactly the guttural German of 
the native Hun. Perhaps his Aus- 
trian background has something to 
do with that. His hair is thinning, 
something unusual in a youth of 24 
summers. He thrust his hands deep 
in the pockets of the prisoner's 
uniform he wore, He smiled fre- 
quently and did not stem a bit put 
out with his lot.

This was Canada's tribute of memory to 
the gracious Sovereign who had ruled so 
beneficently and under whose sway this 
Dominion saw such remarkable expan- 
‘sion. 

Thowgh i is forty-one years ago since 
Queen Victoria passed away, a large 
section of every community in Canada 
can still recall the celebrations in the 
years of the Jate nineteenth century and 
remember how the spirit of the day was 
S carried into the new century and still is a 

part of the national life.: 

Falling in. the merry month of May. the 

’ day has always been observed with joyous 
celebrations except that'in these war days 
the occasion is more quietly spent.

With her are associated the great 
majority of the nations of the world, 
more than three quarters of the earth's 
population in a common cause fighting 
for freedom and justice. ' 

The people. of- Canada. will on this 
occasion spend some thought on the 
obligations and opportunities that are 
theirs jn.these great days, when one/sees 
so wide a ‘front against the aggressor 
nations; ie 

Britain‘and her Empire | see the justifi- 
cation of their history in the widening 
bounds of. democracy throughout the 
world. 

Canadians are thinking on these things 
at this time.

Britain at war is an impressive and 
} conquering fact—22 million of the 33 
million persons between the ages of 14 
and 65 are engaged in the armed forces, 
civil defence or industry. 

That is utilizing the man-power of the 
nation on a scale never equalled in world 
history said Labor Minister Bevin. When 
there are deducted part-time’ workers, 
married .women: with domestic responsibil-

Montreal Gazette puts it this way, ‘‘those 
accustomed to four cups of coffee a day 
must drink only three; those who drink 
onlf two may omit~ one on alternative 

- days. Drinkers of tea at two meals might 
try making one meal tea-less.. And every- 
*. one, generally, must. think twice before 
partaking of the cup that cheers—better 
to err on the side of over-restriction when 
human lives are at stake and all our sea- 
borne imports today are brought at the 
risk of life.” - 

Consumers are left-to their honor to do 

these things and they. have shown that 
they can be depended upon to carry out 
the regulations. 

This rationing of tea and coffee serves 
the purpose of reducing the need of large 
imports. of these products brought at the 
risk of lives of'seamen and space on ships 
when shipping space ig so essential. There 
is also thé saving in money. The main im- 
pression is that of the patriotic duty and 
the responsibility the consumers owe to 
the men that sail the: sea where danger 
lurks.
